Newly formed alumni band 
will serve a dual purpose 


As with most extracurricular activities teenagers 
get involved with during their high school years, 
after high school is over, so is the extracurricular 
activity ... until now. 

Several former members of the Clinton County 
High School Band have organized a type of club or 
organization for band members who played in the 
high school band during those four years. 

Lamon Hubbs and Randy Speck have 
spearheaded the initial thoughts and now those 
thoughts have become a reality. 

The Clinton County Alumni Band will enable a 
broad range of former musicians - any former high 
school or middle school band member who wants 
to play. 

“Me and Randy were taking band gear to the 
regional tournament this year and of course there is 
an hour driving there and an hour driving back.

Clinton to participage in annual 
Adopt-A-Highway cleanup next week 


Volunteers will be out in force to summer scrub 
Clinton, Adair, Casey, Cumberland, Lincoln, Mc¬ 
Creary, Pulaski, Rockcastle, Russell and Wayne 
County’s highways. The Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC) announces that Adopt-a-Highway Sum¬ 
mer Scrub Week is June 2-8. 

“The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet appreci¬ 
ates the efforts of our Adopt-a-Highway volunteers 
who help keep our highways and communities 
beautiful and litter-free,” Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock said.

Voter registration 
books open again 


Some of the races in last Tuesday’s May prima¬ 
ry election in Clinton County were relatively close. 
However, it appeared that no losing candidate was 
going to request a recanvass of vote totals. As of 
press time Tuesday morning, just hours before the 
deadline for a candidate to officially request a re¬ 
canvass, no such requests had been made, accord¬ 
ing to County Clerk Shelia Booher. 

The deadline to seek a recanvass was 4 p.m. 
Tuesday, May 27. Should any have been sought 
by that deadline, the process would have be taken 
this Thursday morning, May 29. It would entail re¬ 
counting, by hand, all paper ballots cast in the race 
involved, as well as recanvassing the totals from 
the voting machines. 

Booher also reminded current and perspective 
voters that the voter registration books are now re¬ 
opened and anyone wishing to register to vote prior 
to the November general election can now do so, 
as well as anyone already registered who wants to 
change political party affiliation prior to this fall. 

The county clerk noted that redistricting of 
some magisterial districts prior to the primary did 
cause some delays on election day and voter confu¬ 
sion but hopes that situation will have straightened 
itself out by the fall election and voters who had 
to change precincts should now be more aware of 
their voter registration places. However, she in¬ 


vites anyone who may have questions about their 
voting status and precinct location to contact her 
office for assistance. 

Although the primary race is over, another 
round of candidate filing is set to begin, accept on a 
smaller scale than the county-wide races that were 
held last week. 

Candidates who wish to seek office as a non¬ 
partisan in the city or two school board districts can 
now file petitions to be on the ballot this fall. 

All city offices, including mayor and six city 
council members will be elected as well as two 
members of the Clinton County Board of Educa¬ 
tion. Those two board races will be in district one, 
the South Albany and Hayes-Maupin precincts, 
where Goldie Stonecipher is now serving and 
the other in district five, where Kevin Marcum is 
currently representing the Nora, Snow and Piney 
Woods precincts. 

The deadline to file for those non-partisan races 
is August 12. 

Even with several local and district-wide can¬ 
didates running unopposed in November, with the 
contested races, some judicial races and noon-par¬ 
tisan seats up for grabs, the ballot should again be 
full and the voter interest high this fall in Albany 
and Clinton County.

After breakfast, Tallent said 
the bus will come back and 
they will load up for lunch, 
which will be provided from 
10:30 a.m. until 1:15 p.m. 

The morning stops will be 
made at Albany Manor 7:30-7:45 a.m., Reeves 
Trailer Park 7:50-8:05 a.m., Horse Shoe Bend 
8:15-8:30 a.m., Albany Center Apartments 8:40- 
8:55 a.m., Craft Acres 9:05-9:20 a.m. and Wilson 
Airport Trailer Park 9:30-9:45 a.m. for breakfast. 

For lunch, the stops will be made in the same 
order with times determined to be 10:30-10:50 
a.m., 10:55-11:15 a.m., 11:25-11:45 a.m., 11:55 
a.m.-12:15 p.m., 12:25-12:45 p.m. and 12:55- 
1:15 p.m. The project will begin June 2, 2014 


and run every weekday, except July 4, until July 
28, 2014. 


Student volunteers Alex Beard, Parker Means, Whitney 
Bookout and Tara Elmore were just a few who have spent several 
hours recently getting the Bus Stop Cafe ready for use in an effort 
to provide nutritious meals throughout the county this summer. 
The bus is slated to begin running on June 2 and continue with 
scheduled stops throughout June and July. 


“It has meant a lot knowing we can help the 
kids in our community,” Mariah Thompson said. 
“It’s really surprising how many kids don’t have 
food. It’s just really refreshing that I can do 
something for my community that has done so 
much for me.”

Sun exposure can 
damage eyes; 
sunglasses decrease risk 


Sunscreen, sunglasses. 

This should be your man¬ 
tra as you step into the 
great outdoors this summer. 

Your skin needs protection 
from the damaging rays of the sun 
but so do your eyes, says the Ken¬ 
tucky Optometric Association. 

“People spend a lot of time 
outdoors in the summer, so too 
much exposure to the sun is com¬ 
mon,” Dr. Lynn Shewmaker, an 
optometrist with offices in Fort 
Mitchell and Dry Ridge says 
in a news release. “Sunglasses 
are more than just a fashion ac¬ 
cessory because overexposure 
to ultraviolet rays fast forwards 
aging of the eyes and increases 
the risk for serious diseases.” 

The Optometric Association 
reports that the sun’s UV radia¬ 
tion can cause cataracts; cancer 
of the eyelids and skin around 
the eyes; benign growths on the 
eye’s surface; and what is com¬ 
monly known as snow blindness, 
which is a temporary but pain¬ 
ful sunburn of the eye’s surface. 
Long-term exposure can cause 
damage to the retina, a lining of 
the eye that is used for seeing. 

Extended sun exposure can 
also create visibility problems 
for drivers. “Spending just two or 
three hours in bright sunlight can 
hamper the eyes’ ability to adapt 
quickly to nighttime or indoor 
light levels,” Shewmaker said 
in the release. “This can make 
driving at night after spending a 
day in the sun more hazardous.” 


Long-term sun exposure 
is also a risk factor for macu¬ 
lar degeneration, a disease that 
destroys the part of your vi¬ 
sion that allows you to see ob¬ 
jects clearly, says the release. 

Wearing a wide-brimmed 
hat or cap can block about 50 
percent UV radiation from the 
eyes, which is not enough pro¬ 
tection, according to the release. 
You must also wear sunglasses. 

The Kentucky Opto¬ 
metric Association recom¬ 
mends choosing lenses that: 

• Block 99 to 100 percent of 
both UV-A and UV-B radiation 

• Screen out 75 to 90 percent 
of visible light 

• Are perfectly matched in 
color and absorption and are free 
of distortion and imperfection 

• Are gray for proper color 
recognition. 

In addition, Shewmak¬ 
er said some contact lens¬ 
es also can block out both 
UV-A and UV-B radiation. 

Infants’ and children’s eyes 
also need to be protected from 
the sun at all times especially 
because they tend to spend more 
time in the sun than adults.

We are a nation that loves salt. Unfortunately, too much sodium 
can cause you to retain excess fluid in the body putting pressure on 
your heart. This can lead to high blood pressure, one of the major 
risk factors for heart disease. The American Heart Association es¬ 
timates that about one in three Americans will be diagnosed with 
high blood pressure at some point in their lives. For people with dia¬ 
betes, their chances of also getting high blood pressure are doubled. 

The American Heart Association suggests people consume no 
more than 1,500 milligrams of sodium each day That equals a little 
more than half a teaspoon. Most Americans two years old and up 
consume twice that amount— more than 3,400 milligrams a day 

Fortunately you can make dietary changes that can help you re¬ 
duce your risk for both diseases by reducing your sodium intake. 

Reducing sodium can be difficult, because it is in so much 
more than just the salt we sprinkle onto our foods at the din¬ 
ner table. About 75 percent of the sodium we consume is added 
to food during processing; it is used to lengthen the food’s shelf 
life and improve the texture. The CDC did a study to determine 
the major sources of sodium in the American diet. The follow¬ 
ing foods topped the list (in order): bread and rolls, cold cuts and 
cured meats, pizza, fresh and processed chicken and canned soups. 

High amounts of sodium are also found in unexpected places 
including condiments, dairy products, chewing tobacco and snuff. 

The National Institute of Health suggest the following tips for re¬ 
ducing or cutting back on your sodium: 

• Buy fresh, plain, frozen or canned vegetables labeled no salt 
added. 

• Use fresh poultry fish and lean meats rather than canned or pro¬ 
cessed. 

• Season with herbs, spices and other salt-free seasonings instead 
of salt. 

• Cook rice, pasta and hot cereal without added salt. 

• Choose convenience foods that are lower in salt. 

• Rinse canned foods that contain salt to remove some of the so¬ 
dium. 

• Purchase foods with low sodium, reduced sodium or no salt 
added when available. 

• Choose ready-to-eat breakfast cereals that are lower in sodium. 

By reading food labels at the grocery store, you can get an idea of the 

amount of sodium in individual foods. Focus particularly on the Per¬ 
cent Daily Value information on the nutrition label to see the percent 
of your daily allowance you’re getting from a serving of a particular 
food. This will help you compare products and make healthier choices. 

Since salt does add flavor to foods, it may take you a week or 
two to get used to eating items with less or without salt. For more 
information on healthy eating, contact the Clinton County of¬ 
fice of the University of Kentucky Cooperative Extension Service.

“We had probably 20 people 
after that say they were sorry they 
missed it and they will attend in 
the future, so we may have as 
many as 40 people starting out.” 

The first item for the Alumni 
Band was to purchase new 
percussion equipment for the 


high school. 

Hubbs found some drums on 
an on-line auction that included 
five bass drums, four sets of 
quads, four snare drums and 16 
carriers. 

Several band members, 
parents and grandparents pooled 
some funds together and came 
up with $750 to put towards new 
percussion equipment. 

“I told Doug (Sell) we will 
bid $750 and I had the bid until 
30 minutes before the auction 
ended,” Hubbs said. “The bids 
then went past me like a rocket 
ship. I just couldn’t let them 
go so I just kept bidding and 
bidding and we got them for 
$1,780. We are going to try and 
raise the money to cover the cost. 
It’s more than $20,000 worth of 
drums we got for $1,780.” 

To pickup the equipment, 
Speck and Mark Thrasher 
traveled to Newport University 
in Virgina and hauled it back. 

“The school board agreed to 
pay for gas and I want to thank 
them for that. And thanks to 
Randy and Mark for going out 
there to pick up the drums,” 
Hubbs said. “They took off at 9 
p.m. on a Sunday night. It took 
10 hours to get there, 10 minutes 
to load up and 10 hours to get 
back.”

“Wednesday is actually my 
favorite day now,” Thompson 
said. “There are some really 
good people over there.

Once you give back they are 
smiling and they are happy to see 
me everyday and that makes a 
big difference.” 

During the final weeks of 
school, students have been 
putting all their spare time into 
getting the bus ready for summer. 

“Just knowing that I’m going 
to be helping families and kids 
and knowing that they are going 
to get a meal is a really good 
feeling,” Ethridge Delk said. 


Tallent said once the seniors 
were done with their testing, they 
have been outside stripping and 
painting the bus. 

“We have about 10 at a time 
working on the bus, but there 
is probably around 60 or 70 
students who have signed up for 
the work,” Tallent said. 

Many of the students who 
have worked on the project 
during the past year have shown 
a sense of pride in giving back to 
the community. 

“It means a whole lot because 
we are really doing something for 
the community,” Brianna Conner 
said. “You really wouldn’t think, 
in a town like Albany, there 
would be a lot of kids who go 
without food. It really surprises 
you and what we are doing is 
really going to help a lot of 
people.” 

One senior volunteer, Silas 
Speck, said he helped stripe the 
bus and he questioned whether 
or not it was going to work, 
however, after seeing the project 
closer to the final stages, he said 
it has come a long way. 

“Now I’m very impressed 
with the work we have put into 
it,” Speck said. “I feel like it has 
helped bring people in the class 


closer together.” 

“It really has impressed me 
with the progress we’ve made 
taking a regular school bus and 
turning it into the Bus Stop 
Cafe,” Parker Means added. 

Many of the students involved 
with the project have been the 
artists who were in charge of 
decorating the inside and outside 
of the bus. 

“We kind of wanted to go 
with a fun theme, so Dr. Seuss 
something we always read in 
school and so we printed off 
some fun little quotes and stuff 
like that. We stenciled them in 
and made it really colorful and 
hopefully it’s something the kids 
will really enjoy,” Taylor Buster 
said. 

“We are really eager to go out 
and do something and we needed 
a project like this to go out and 
put our energy into,” Conner 
added.

A Cookeville man was killed 
and his passenger critically in¬ 
jured when they became involved 
in a car-versus-motorcycle crash 
while riding their motorcycle in 
Overton County Sunday, May 
11 . 

According to the crash report 
from Tennessee Highway Patrol, 
Mark A Pallone, 48, of Cookev¬ 
ille, was riding his 2013 Harley 
Davidson motorcycle north on 
Highway 111 when a Honda se¬ 
dan driven by Sydney L. Robin¬ 
son, 19, also of Cookeville, alleg¬ 
edly pulled into the road in front 
of the motorcycle, which crashed 
into its side. THP said Robinson 
was driving the Honda west on 
East Turkey Creek Road just be¬ 
fore entering Highway 111. 

The motorcycle reportedly 
struck the Honda at an angle, 
with both Pallone and his female 
passenger, Sherry L. Pallone, 49, 
of Cookeville, being thrown from 
the saddle. He reportedly landed 
several feet down the road in the 
median of the highway, while 
she landed closer to the point of 
impact on the left shoulder of the 
road. 

Both motorcyclists were 
wearing helmets at the time of 
the crash, the report said. Mark 
Pallone was killed in the crash 
while Sherry Pallone was injured 
and transported from the scene 
by paramedics. 

THP said Robinson was is¬ 
sued a citation, but the charges 
on that citation were still listed as 
“pending” at press time. 


Hardy’s Chapel Volunteer 
Fire Department reportedly is 
under investigation by the Ten¬ 
nessee Bureau of Investigation, 
according to TBI spokesperson 
Josh DeVine. 

DeVine said the secretary of 
Hardy’s Chapel VFD had con¬ 
tacted Overton County Sheriff’s 
Department on Monday, April 
28 to alert them to a discrepancy 
of $13,000, alleging that amount 
was missing from the fire depart¬ 
ment’s funds. 

Overton County Execu¬ 
tive Ron Cyrus had separately 
requested for the state comp¬ 
troller’s office to investigate 
the claim, DeVine said. OCN 
reached out to officials at the 
office of Comptroller Justin P. 
Wilson, but a spokesperson there 
said it is a matter of policy that 
the office does not discuss ongo¬ 
ing investigations, even if it is 
only to confirm or deny whether 
an investigation is, indeed, ongo¬ 
ing. 

TBI received a request to 
investigate on behalf of the of¬ 
fice of District Attorney General 
Randy York, DeVine said. 

Terry Priest, who was serving 
as chief of Hardy’s Chapel Fire 
Department at the time the alle¬ 
gations were made, declined to 
officially comment on the case. 

Reportedly, Henry Webb, a 
former chief at Hardy’s Chapel 
VFD, has again assumed the role 
as chief. 



The cause and manner of 
death of a Wayne County man, 
found dead last week in a field 
just off Christian Mill Road, has 
not been determined yet, accord¬ 
ing to Wayne County Coroner 
Forrest Hicks. 

The body, found on Sunday, 
May 11, was sent to Frankfort 
for an autopsy on May 12 and 
was positively identified as Mar¬ 
shall Kay Alley, 69. Alley had 
been missing for more than two 
months, according to local offi¬ 
cials. 

Hicks said last week that no 
evidence of any foul play had 
been located in the case. He said 
that Alley’s body was located 
partially under a fallen tree near 
a creek, and it appeared that he 


may have slipped under the tree 
and was wedged there. 

Hicks said the body was 
found by two boys who were 
walking along the creek on their 
way to do some fishing. He said 
the condition of the body was 
consistent with the time frame 
that Alley was missing. 

Alley was last seen on Feb¬ 
ruary 21, according to Wayne 
County Sheriff Charlie Boston. 
Alley was reported missing early 
in March by a family member. 

After that, deputies with the 
sheriff’s department searched 
in numerous areas for Alley and 
followed up on several leads. 

Alley is survived by his wife, 
Norma and his son, Randy. Me¬ 
morial services were held on 
Monday, May 19. 


Police arrested a Somerset 
Community College student last 
week after he allegedly broke 
into two campus buildings, leav¬ 
ing significant damage in his 
wake. 

Jared T. Parmley, 19, of 
Monticello, was arrested Mon¬ 
day, May 12 after detectives with 
the Somerset Police Department 
connected him to a break-in and 
vandalism on the SCC south 
campus. 

SPD Captain Shannon Smith 
said officers were called to SCC’s 
south campus Monday morning. 

“When patrol units arrived 
they discovered that two sepa¬ 
rate buildings on south campus 
had been entered,” said Smith, 
who added that “an extensive” 
amount of damage had been 
done in the buildings. 

Smith said the perpetrator, lat¬ 
er identified as Parmley, damaged 
the building’s vending machines, 
broke a glass entry door, and set 
off fire extinguishers in the com¬ 
mon areas and break rooms of 
the buildings. Smith said he dis¬ 
charged a fire extinguisher in a 
computer lab as well, damaging 
the equipment in there. 

It wasn’t long before SPD’s 
Criminal Investigation Division 
was able to collect fingerprint 
and blood evidence from the 
scene. “The blood evidence re¬ 
covered we believed belonged 
solely to the people responsible 
for the break-in,” said Smith. 
And Parmley allegedly left some 
evidence behind in one computer 
lab that allowed investigators to 
trace the crime directly to him. 

According to the arrest cita¬ 
tion, filed Tuesday, Parmley al¬ 
legedly “accessed a computer 
during the time the burglary had 
occurred and was after normal 
school hors.” 

One such log-in time came in 
at 3:46 a.m. Saturday, May 10, 
according to the arrest citation. 
Smith said residue from the fire 
suppression foam discharged 
from the extinguisher was left on 
one of the computer keyboards, 
which suggested someone had 
logged onto the computer during 
the burglary. 

Student-accessible computer 
labs at SCC can be found all over 
campus. Students must use their 
college-provided ID while log¬ 
ging onto the campus computers. 
And that’s exactly what Parmley 
did, according to Smith. “He is 
registered as a student there and 
he was using his college issued 
ID to log in,” said Smith. 

Smith said Parmley logged in 
from the computer several times, 
suggesting he left the buildings 
and returned several times over 
the weekend. 

Detective Chris Gates rec¬ 
ognized Parmley’s name from 
another, unrelated investigation, 
and they contacted Parmley soon 
after that and called him down 
to the police department. Once 
there, he was arrested. 

According to the citation, 
Parmley “admitted to unlaw¬ 
fully entering both building one 
and building two on the south 
campus. “While inside (Parm¬ 
ley) ... caused damage to several 
computers, vending machines, 
and a glass entry door,” states the 
arrest warrant. 

The damage is estimated 
to total more than $1,000. SCC 
President Dr. Jo Marshall com¬ 
mented regarding the incident on 

Monday, saying she’s glad 
the damage wasn’t any worse 
than it was. “I’m very sorry that 
this happened, and I’m sorry 
that someone felt it necessary to 
break into the building and de¬ 
stroy public property,” said Mar¬ 
shall. “I’m only glad that the stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff were not 
there and were not in danger.” 

The citation suggests anoth¬ 
er person may have been in the 
buildings with Parmley. Smith 


said they’re investigating that 
option at this point.“We’re inves¬ 
tigating both ... that Parmley was 
alone and that he was assisted by 
at least one other person,” said 
Smith. 

Although many of SCC’s 
classes ended earlier this month, 
technical classes are still con¬ 
tinuing on the south campus until 
the end of May. Classes in the 
buildings were canceled on May 
12 while investigators worked to 
collect evidence. “There was ex¬ 
tensive damage, both monetary 
and (over) the geographical area 
that had to be processed by the 
detectives and later cleaned up,” 
said Smith, who noted the school 
worked well with detectives, al¬ 
lowing them plenty of time to 
gather evidence before cleaning 
up the scene. 

Parmley was lodged in the 
Pulaski County Detention Cen¬ 
ter and charged with one count 
of third-degree burglary and one 
count of first-degree criminal 
mischief.

In the sheriff’s race, it was 
Clete McAninch’s 1,987 votes 
on top of Eric Wolford’s 1,331 
votes, Tim Pierce’s 1,035 votes, 
Jerry Melton’s 400 votes, Mi¬ 
chael “Toe Joe” Bray’s 338 votes 
and Jeff Stephens’ 17 votes. 

In the jailer’s race it was 
Bobby Dunbar coming out on 
top with 3,952 votes to Dwight 
Kerr’s 1,609 votes. 

The coroner’s race saw Mi¬ 
chael Reynolds with 2,730 votes 
to Nancy Gray-Roy’s 1,306 
votes and Mistie Keen Collins’ 
1,057 votes. 


It has been two years since the 
USD A approved a $21 million 
expansion for Russell County 
Hospital but a few months later 
Central Baptist, now known as 
Baptist Health, began manag¬ 
ing the hospital and since that 
time the facility has yet to break 
ground or give final approval of 
an addition. 

At this month’s regular meet¬ 
ing of the hospital’s board of di¬ 
rectors, Jim Medandorp and Jeff 
Dowdle, leading advisors to hos¬ 
pitals and health systems, spoke 
to the board about the current 
state of the facility, its financials, 
and what needed to be done mov¬ 
ing forward. 

Kaufman Hall, based in Chi¬ 
cago, helps hospitals incorporate 
proven methods into their stra¬ 
tegic and financial management 
processes and has had personnel 
in Russell County recently after 
being hired to do so by the board. 

Also in attendance at the 
meeting was Bill Sisson, presi¬ 
dent of Baptist Health, as well 
as Karen Hill, Baptist Health’s 
chief operating officer. 

Normally, in a project where 
you think about building, the 
biggest issue is money, but that’s 
the least of our problems,” said 
Board Chairman Charles Blan¬ 
kenship. “We got the money, we 
just don’t want to spend it fool¬ 
ishly, we want to be sure we’re 
doing the right thing for the fu¬ 
ture of this hospital.” 

Kaufman Hall’s Jeff Dowdle, 
an assistant vice president in fi¬ 
nance and administration, told 
the board that there were about 
350 hospital beds in Russell, 
Adair, Casey and Pulaski coun¬ 
ties and that about 100 less beds 
are needed based on their bench¬ 
marks at the current time. 

“There might be a need for 
200 beds five years from now, 
it might continue going down at 
that rate,” Dowdle said.

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First of the “big three” has come and gone - reminder to be alert 

Last week was sort of strange in that in most years, graduation 
does not fall at same time as Memorial Day, but that was the case 
thanks in part to a strange calendar makeup coinciding with a harsh 
winter that left local students sitting at home on several snow days. 

So, with my annual “congrats” column to our seniors included last

The fight continues, but the 
invader has the upper hand. 
Kentucky’s ash trees, impor¬ 
tant as timber producers and 
landscape trees, have faced 
the onslaught of the emerald 
ash borer, an invasive insect 
pest from Asia, since 2009. 

Since then, a county-level 
quarantine has been in effect to 
slow the borer’s spread through 
human activity. The original 
quarantine included 20 coun¬ 
ties, all within the Lexington- 
Louisville-Cincinnati triangle. 
Based on new detections of the 
insects on survey traps, at least 
one new county was added to the 
quarantine each year, including 
some in Eastern Kentucky. The 
quarantine issued by the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of the State Ento¬ 
mologist in conjunction with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture and the University

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of Kentucky Department of En¬ 
tomology forbad the transporta¬ 
tion of all hardwood species of 
firewood, ash trees, lumber, nurs¬ 
ery stock or other material from 
the quarantined counties without 
a certificate or limited permit. 

Unfortunately, the emerald 
ash borer spreads naturally by 
flying. Despite local quarantines, 
expansion of its range contin¬ 
ues. In response, the entire state 
was placed under quarantine in 
April. The decision is designed 
to regulate the interstate move¬ 
ment of ash nursery stock, green 
lumber, waste, compost, chips 
and firewood and effectively 
lifts the county quarantines. 

“While it is quite likely that 
the insect is present outside the 
original quarantined counties, 
our entire state is not infested 
at this time. At this point, em¬ 
erald ash borer activity is still 
very localized in some areas,” 
said Lee Townsend, exten¬ 
sion entomology professor in 
the UK College of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Environment. 

At present 21 states and two 
Canadian provinces—Quebec 
and Ontario—have known em¬ 
erald ash borer infestations. 

The quarantine of the entire 
state means that ash materials 
may move from Kentucky to 
surrounding states that are also 
wholly quarantined for the em¬ 
erald ash borer, including Mis¬ 
souri, Ohio, Virginia and West 
Virginia. Special permits are 
required to move articles into 
Illinois and Indiana, however. 

Though the movement is no 
longer forbidden within Ken¬ 


tucky’s borders, the state en¬ 
tomologist’s office and the 
Kentucky Division of Forestry 
strongly urge Kentuckians not 
to transport firewood outside 
of the local area. Transport¬ 
ing firewood has been proven 
to spread invasive insects. 

“With the new emerald ash 
borer quarantine rules, firewood 
can be moved from one place to 
another within Kentucky,” said 
Larry Lowe of the Kentucky Di¬ 
vision of Forestry. “However, it 
is important to realize that there 
are other pests that can also be 
moved in firewood, and the use 
of local firewood can help reduce 
risk ofinfestation of insects oth¬ 
er than the emerald ash borer.” 

Ash trees, with their light 
but exceptionally strong wood, 
are an important component of 
Kentucky’s forest industries. Ash 
occurs throughout the state, rep¬ 
resenting approximately 7 per¬ 
cent of the total timber volume. 
However, certain regions of the 
state, such as Northern Kentucky 
and south central Kentucky, 
have significant amounts of ash. 

“The loss of the trees is affect¬ 
ing Kentucky’s woodlands, our 
forest industry and homeowners 
and cities that have widely plant¬ 
ed ash,” said Jeff Stringer, UK ex¬ 
tension professor of silviculture. 

Until this year, the Kentucky 
Office of the State Entomologist 
hung purple traps to monitor the 
spread of the small, dark-green 
metallic beetle that feeds on all 
ash tree species. Though the traps 
have been one of the best tools 
for monitoring the spread of the 
insect, they have only been mar¬ 


ginally effective, said Joe Col¬ 
lins, UK senior nursery inspector. 

“We will continue to part¬ 
ner with the USDA to re¬ 
lease biological control wasps 
in Kentucky,” Collins said. 

To date, three species of sting¬ 
less wasps have been released at 
12 sites in the state. Extremely 
small, the wasps are not capable 
of stinging humans, but are very- 
good at tracking down emerald 
ash borer larvae under tree bark. 
Homing in on the vibrations the 
larvae make when chewing, the 
wasps can insert their stingers 
through the bark and, depending 
on the wasp species, lay an egg ei¬ 
ther on or inside the larvae. When 
the eggs hatch, the wasp larvae 
consume the ash borer larvae. 

Homeowners and wood¬ 
land owners living in or within 
15 miles of the 31 formerly 
quarantined counties who 
wish to protect their ashtrees 
should start or continue to ap¬ 
ply protective treatments. 

“At this point, it is not clear 
how long landscape ash trees 
must be protected as the wave of 
EAB infestation passes through, 
but seven to 10 years is a reason¬ 
able estimate,” Townsend said. 

He does advise homeowners, 
however, to save their money 
and not begin preventive treat¬ 
ments until an active infesta¬ 
tion is found nearby. The state 
urges anyone who suspects an 
infestation—the EAB leaves D- 
shaped exit holes in the bark—to 
contact the Office of the State 
Entomologist, 859-257-5838, 
or their local Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension office for confirmation. 


Lessons for cattle producers learned 
from a winter of discontent

Kentucky cattle produc¬ 
ers are finally getting some 
relief from the especially 
long, cold and wet winter. 

“Shakespeare must have 
been thinking about caring for 
beef cattle this past winter when 
he coined those words about a 
‘winter of discontent,”’ said Roy 
Burris, University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture, Food 
and Environment beef special¬ 
ist. “When spring arrived, we 
couldn’t help but feel some re¬ 
lief just to get past the tough 
winter weather. Spring calving 
cows and their newborn calves 
especially felt the wrath of ice 
storms, snow, cold and mud.” 

But does the arrival of 
spring really put produc¬ 
ers “over the hump?” Burris 
said, perhaps, but producers do 
have some pressing concerns. 

Most cows need to improve 
body condition, so they will be 
able to sustain a pregnancy, and 
producers want to get cows bred 
in the next few weeks. Since feed 
was in short supply, most produc¬ 
ers likely turned their herds out to 
grass as soon as it appeared, but 
lush, watery grass will not sustain 
milk production and weight gain. 

“Producers need to continue 
to provide energy supplementa¬ 
tion a little longer,” Burris said. 
“The goal is to have cows at a 
condition score of near 5 (ribs 
covered) at the start of the breed¬ 
ing season. If cows are not preg¬ 
nant before extreme heat sets in 
(late June or early July), pregnan¬ 
cy rates will likely be very low.” 

Burris recommended that pro¬ 


ducers continue to feed a high 
magnesium supplement until 
the soil temperature warms up. 

“Don’t skip magnesium 
supplementation - regardless 
of what you read,” he warned. 
“Research conducted at the UK 
Research and Education Cen¬ 
ter in Princeton showed that 1.5 
ounces of magnesium (22 grams) 
would prevent grass tetany in 
high risk situations. When it 
was left out of the mineral mix, 
grass tetany would appear as 
predicted. A mineral supple¬ 
ment with about 14 percent 
magnesium should be adequate 
with normal consumption.” 

Producers should look at re¬ 
seeding pasture areas that were 
trampled to the point of kill¬ 
ing the grass. Weeds like pig¬ 
weed (spiny amaranth) will 
encroach on high traffic areas. 

Burris said the short term is 
not the only thing to consider. 

“There are some long-term 
considerations, too,” he said. 
“Was this last winter an aber¬ 
ration, or a harbinger of things 
to come? Since cows and 
calves represent a substantial 
financial outlay and for hu¬ 
mane reasons, we need to re¬ 
evaluate some of our practices 
and consider some changes.” 

Producers could shift their 
calving season to the fall, when 
weather isn’t a problem to 
calf survival. Pregnancy rates 
and calf survival are gener¬ 
ally higher in fall than in the 
spring. Even though feed costs 
are traditionally higher in the 
fall, it’s still a viable option. 

Producers who decide to stick 


with spring calving should make 
every effort to be successful, 
and that could mean it may be 
time to consider more shelter or 
protection for cows and calves. 

Windbreaks, natural or man¬ 
made, can be important since 
wind chill increases the energy 
requirement of cattle. Cattle 
depend upon their hair coats 
to keep heat in and cold out. 
When hair gets wet and flat¬ 
tens, it lets moisture get close 
to the skin. If cattle are wet, or 
the wind blows enough to sepa¬ 
rate the hair, they are more sus¬ 
ceptible to cold. Thin, hungry 
cattle are even more vulnerable. 

“We must, at the very least, 
increase feed, especially energy 
supplementation, during periods 
of severely cold weather,” Burris 
said. “Winter cattle care is prob¬ 
ably the last thing many produc¬ 
ers want to focus on right now, 
but we’ll be right back in that 
season before you know it, and 
this is a good time to get ready.” 

Barns and feeding areas that 
protect cattle from severe weath¬ 
er and mud can be beneficial and 
environmentally desirable by 
managing manure and runoff. 
They keep cattle dry during wet, 
cold weather. Since newborn 
calves are the most vulnerable 
to cold weather, calving barns 
that have facilities and equip¬ 
ment for “pulling” calves and 
are cleanly bedded may also be 
helpful for spring calving herds. 

“We don’t normally need 
a lot of housing for beef cat¬ 
tle, but things haven’t been 
normal lately,” Burris said.

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Summer and water recreation offer fun and risk at the same time 


One of the best parts of sum¬ 
mer is splashing in a pool, play¬ 
ing in the back yard sprinkler or 
swimming in a lake or stream, but 
recreational water activity always 
comes with a risk of drowning. 

It’s important not to lose 
sight of this risk as you strive 
to keep your children and ado¬ 
lescents safe, writes Susan Pol¬ 
lack, director of the Pediatric and 
Adolescent Injury Prevention 
Program at the Kentucky Injury 
Prevention and Research Center 
at the University of Kentucky. 

“Every year in Kentucky, an 
average of 14 children die by 
drowning. About half the drown¬ 
ing deaths occur among children 
ages one to four,” Pollack writes 
in the Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er. “Lrom 2009-11, 80 percent 


of childhood drowning deaths 
occurred at the child’s resi¬ 
dence or someone else’s home. 
A quarter of drowning deaths 
occurred among adolescents, 
mostly while swimming, boating 
or fishing on lakes and rivers.” 

Prevention requires constant 
supervision of toddlers and chil¬ 
dren around all types of water. 
This not only includes the obvi¬ 
ous such as pools, swift-flowing 
creeks and large bodies of water, 
but also bath-tubs, car-washing 
buckets and ornamental ponds, 
Pollack says. Toddlers can fall in 
and drown even in just a few inch¬ 
es of standing water in a bucket. 
It is also important to empty baby 
pools immediately after use. 

Drowning can happen “swift¬ 
ly and silently,” Pollack writes. 


This requires a responsible adult 
to supervise children at all times, 
even if lifeguards are present. 
And if a child can’t swim, this 
adult should be within arms- 
reach. Supervision is needed 
even if the child is wearing 
an appropriately sized Coast 
Guard-approved life vest. Lloat- 
ies and water-wings are not 
sufficient life-saving devices. 

It is also important to create 
barriers to water sources. This 
can be accomplished by put¬ 
ting a four-sided, 4-foot-high 
fence with a self-closing gate 
around backyard pools or re¬ 
moving the ladder from above¬ 
ground pools that are not fenced. 

While teaching children to 
swim does not replace supervi¬ 
sion, it is an important life-sav¬ 


ing skill children should learn, 
Pollack writes. The YMCA, 
Red Cross and university swim 
programs all offer lessons. 

Adolescents should be re¬ 
minded to never swim without 
a buddy and that alcohol and 
boating never mix, Pollack says. 
They should also be reminded of 
the dangers of swimming while 
fatigued and the importance of 
wearing a U.S. Coast Guard-ap¬ 
proved life jacket when boating.

Andrew Jackson wins duel 

May 30y 1806 

In Logan County, Kentucky, future president Andrew Jackson participates in a duel, killing Charles 
Dickinson, a lawyer regarded as one of the best pistol shots in the area. 

The proud and volatile Jackson, a former senator and representative of Tennessee, called for the duel 
after his wife Rachel was slandered as a bigamist by Dickinson, who was referring to a legal error in the 
divorce from her first husband in 1791. Jackson met his foe at Harrison’s Mills on Red River in Logan, 
Kentucky, on May 30,1806. In accordance with dueling custom, the two stood 24 feet apart, with pistols 
pointed downward. After the signal, Dickinson fired first, grazing Jackson’s breastbone and breaking 
some of his ribs. However, Jackson, a former Tennessee militia leader, maintained his stance and fired 
back, fatally wounding his opponent. 

It was one of several duels Jackson was said to have participated in during his lifetime, the major¬ 
ity of which were allegedly called in defense of his wife’s honor. None of the other rumored duels were 
recorded, and whether he killed anyone else in this manner is not known. In 1829, Rachel died, and 
Jackson was elected the seventh president of the United States. 


Civil War dead honored on Decoration Day 

May 30, 1868 

By proclamation of General John A. Logan of the Grand Army of the Republic, the first major Me¬ 
morial Day observance is held to honor those who died “in defense of their country during the late rebel¬ 
lion.” Known to some as “Decoration Day,” mourners honored the Civil War dead by decorating their 
graves with flowers. On the first Decoration Day, General James Garfield made a speech at Arlington 
National Cemetery, after which 5,000 participants helped to decorate the graves of the more than 20,000 
Union and Confederate soldiers buried in the cemetery. 

The 1868 celebration was inspired by local observances that had taken place in various locations in 
the three years since the end of the Civil War. In fact, several cities claim to be the birthplace of Memorial 
Day, including Columbus, Mississippi; Macon, Georgia; Richmond, Virginia; Boalsburg, Pennsylvania; 
and Carbondale, Illinois. In 1966, the federal government, under the direction of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, declared Waterloo, New York, the official birthplace of Memorial Day. They chose Waterloo- 
- which had first celebrated the day on May 5, 1866—because the town had made Memorial Day an 
annual, community-wide event, during which businesses closed and residents decorated the graves of 
soldiers with flowers and flags. 

By the late 19th century, many communities across the country had begun to celebrate Memo¬ 
rial Day, and after World War I, observers began to honor the dead of all of America’s wars. In 1971, 
Congress declared Memorial Day a national holiday to be celebrated the last Monday in May. Today, 
Memorial Day is celebrated at Arlington National Cemetery with a ceremony in which a small American 
flag is placed on each grave. It is customary for the president or vice president to give a speech honoring 
the contributions of the dead and to lay a wreath at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. More than 5,000 
people attend the ceremony annually. Several Southern states continue to set aside a special day for hon¬ 
oring the Confederate dead, which is usually called Confederate Memorial Day.
